The negro said he and some companions drank a quart 
of liquor at the Thomas home earlier in the day, and th at 
he remembers nothing until the next morning in jail.

Trooper Stedman appeared in court against Thomas, and 
showed Judge McPherson the helmet he wore when it was 
pierced by one of the bullets fired by Thomas.
